Hit All-Time 
Peak in ’61

Director J. Edgar Hoover report­ 
ed today that m ajor crim es com­ 
mitted in the United States last 
year rose by 3 per cent to a new 
all-time peak. 
Hoover especially deplored the 
increase in arrests of youngsters

called it “ one of the m ajor prob­ 
lems plaguing law enforcem ent 
and said that unless the trend is 
reversed, it will result in "serious 
consequences for the future of our 
country.” 
The FBI chief said his agency’s 
uniform crim e reports show there 
were an estim ated 1,926,090 seri­ 
ous crim es committed last year— 
an average of four every minute. 
Crimes against property — rob­ 
bery, burglary, larceny and auto 
theft — increased by 4 per ‘cent 
in 1961. Crimes against the person

U.S. agricultural department has come 


up with an astounding discovery: If a tomato 
is dropped on a hard surface it will he dam­ 
aged more than if it is dropped on foam rub­ 
ber.

Ma¡. Roberts W ants a Day in Court 


WASHINGTON. D.C. - Oliver 
Gasch, a Princeton.classm ate of 
mine, has signed up as attorney 
for M ajor Arch Roberts, former 
information 
officer 
and 
press 
agent for M ajor General Walker 
—and here a tale unfolds. 
Roberts and Walker, of course, 
were Radical Rightists in uni­ 
form who believed that all three 
postwar 
Administrations 
have 
been soft-on-Rcds, and who, in 
Conscience, destroyed their dis­ 
tinguished m ilitary careers as a 
means of rousing public atten­ 
tion. 
Defied Direct Orders 
There are m any historical ex­ 
amples, including a recent one 
by General M acArthur, of this 
sacrificial method of appealing 
over the heads of m ilitary super­ 
iors to the American people. Un­ 
fortunately, 
m any heroic com­ 
bat soldiers, like the three men­ 
tioned here, are impolitic per­ 
sons. In the cases of Roberts and 
Walker, I'm afraid we’ll have to 
admit to a large degree of in­ 
transigence, ill tem per and pos­ 
sibly publicity hunger, with con­ 
siderable disregard for the good 
name of other Americans. 
Roberts defied direct orders, 
made a wild speech before the 
Daughters of the American Rev­ 
olution convention and, in revil­ 
ing the O verseas Weekly which 
had previously reviled him and 
his chief, the irate M ajor ac­ 
cused Los Angeles M ayor Sam 
Yorty of being pro-Red for tak­ 
ing 
sides 
with 
the 
Overseas 
Weekly. 
The 
Army 
dismissed 
Roberts. He now comes to court 
to seek restitution of losses in 
pension and ftay. 
Oliver Gasch, form er U.S. Dis­ 


trict A t t o r n e y in Washing­ 
ton, took the case, with some un­ 
pleasant results. A lawyer friend, 
who has defended several homo­ 
sexuals, 
says he 
can’t 
under­ 
stand why Gasch should defend 
such a client as Roberts. I have 
talked twice with Gasch about 
his motives and about the raised 
eyebrow's 
w h i c h 
he 
detects 
among newspaper 
friends 
and 
his fellows at the Bar. 


Tradition Vs. Opinion 


G asch’s motives, 
aside 
from 
m aking an honest fee, are in the 
best traditions of civil libertari­ 
anism . He disapproves of much 
that Roberts has done, and dis­ 
agrees with his extremism. But 
Am erican 
Law 
assures 
every 
m an of his day in co u rt with the 
best available legal counsel. It 
is considered noble of a lawyer 
when he defends Reds and per­ 
verts. embezzlers. Freedom Rid­ 
ers and other disturbers of the 
peace. But in intellectualist cir­ 
cles it is considered a breach of 
fashion, 
and in 
the m inds of 
m any run-with-the-crowd Am eri­ 
cans it is downright uncouth, for 
a respectable attorney to defend 
such a client as Arch Roberts. 
The Army Department has 60 
days from July 2nd to answ er the 
com plaint which Gasch has filed 
in the D istrict Court, but in a 
dem ocratic nation much depends 
upon the clim ate of public opin­ 
ion. Has the M ajor 
been 
de­ 
prived of some rights? Let us 
see: 
Arm y Regulations 135-173 f>er- 
m it the A r m y D epartm ent to 
"determ ine those officers whose 
degree of efficiency and m anner 
of perform ance of duty require 


relief from active duty." In brief, 
the Army is perm itted to screen 
and 
retire 
Active 
Reservists 
who do not m easure up to stand­ 
ard. But there is an exception 
and it applies 
to 
Roberts. 
It 
reads: 


Due Process of Law 


"Individuals who are within 2 
yeans of qualifying 
for 
retire­ 
ment . . . will not be processed 
under this section, unless such 
action is approved by the Secre­ 
tary of the A rm y." 
There is, however, a due proc­ 
ess of law to be observed before 
the 
Secretary 
can 
"approve” 
dismissal of an officer who has 
served 18 of his 20 years’ serv­ 
ice. 
In 1956, when considering the 
above legislation. Congressional 
military com m ittees 
were told 
that 18-year men would not be 
separated by the Secretary ex­ 
cept for m oral or professional de­ 
reliction of duty. If dereliction rs 
charged, the officer’s dism issal 
is subject to action by a Court 
Martial or by a Board of Offi­ 
cers. 
No charge of dereliction has 
been made against Roberts. He 
has not had his day before a 
Court-Martial or Board of Offi­ 
cers. The A rm y has hand»d him 
a lump sum readjustment pay­ 
ment to which officers in dere­ 
liction of duty are not eligible. 
The Major claim s that the sum 
still leaves him better than $50,­ 
000 short of what he should re ­ 
ceive in retirem ent pay. 
This is a lot of money, but 
there also seem s to be a lot of 
justice involved. 
Even 
Radical 
Rightists have their rights.
